The Incredible Crash Dummies may become a live action 
film. A CBS Saturday morning cartoon has been scheduled for fall 1993 
with an animated special scheduled for sometime this year. Some anime 
released already or scheduled for release include D-1 Devastator, Crying 
Freeman 5, Bastard 2, Mamono Hunter Yohko 2 and Patlabor Movie 2.
